A Town or Sxurzs.—Lamorhne in his 
“Pilgrimage to the Holy Land,” writes as 
follows.—When I was about a league from 
Nissu, the ast Turkish town~almost on the 
frontier of Serva, I saw a large tower rising 
up in the midst of the plam as white as Parian

To Taxe a Praster oF Panis Cast 
From 4 Living Face.—This is often done 
as a mould for a bust, or to preserve a lke- 
ness ofa person—the art requires only a lt- 
tle care” Let the person, a mould of whore 
face is to be taken, lay down upon his back, 
let the hair be tied back, or otherwise kept 
back by grease, or by flour dough placed on 
ul, grease the eye-brows, and, if necessary, 
the beard and whiskers, also anoint the rest 
ofthe face with sweet on} Then place a 
gull ın each nostri, keeping ıt there with 
dough Tie a towel round the face and 
make it fit tight with dough also. The pa- 
tient bemg thus prepared, mix up the re- 
quired quantity of plaster of Pars, with warm 
water, and just asit 1s ready to set pour it up- 
on the face, taking care thatthe eyes and 
mouth are closed, and the outer ends of the 
quills above the plaster. “Use a pallet knife 
to spread the plaster evenly over all parts of 
the face, until a coat ıs formed half an inch 
or more in thickness In about twommutes 
it will set sufficiently hard to be removed — 
When dry and well greased, a cast in plaster 
may be taken from the mould, or if wetted, a 
castin wax may be taken with equal facility. 
A little warm water will remove the dough, 
&c, From the face. In this manner caste 
are often taken of tumors and skin diseases, 
the wax casts being afterwards colored For 
wax casts, a good composition is while wax, 
1 pound, turpentine sn lumps, 2 ounces; flake 
white, 2 ounces, and vermilion to cover the

A beautiful and high spirited horse would 
never allow a shoe to be put on his fect, with- 
outarcsort to every kind of power and means 
tocontrol him At one time he was nearly 
crippled by being putin the stocks; he was at- 
terwards thrown down and fettered; at anoth- 
er time one of our most experienced horse- 
shoers was unable to manage him by the md 
of'as many hands as could approach. Inan 
attempt to shoe this horse yesterday, he re- 
sisted all efforts, kicked aside every thing but 
an anvil, and came near killing himself 
against that, and finally was brought back to 
his stable unshod. Tms was hus only de- 
fect, in all other respects he was gentle and 
perfectly docile, especially in harness. But 
this defect was just on the eve of consigaing 
him to tie ploush, where he might work bare- 
foot, when, by mere accident, an officer m our 
service Iitely returned from Mexico, was 
passing, and being made acquainted with the 
dufisuly, apphed a complete remedy by the

ing a combimaton of noises that had never 
been heard on a race course before The 
horses all flew the track, every one seemed 
to be séized with the sudden determination 
to take the shortest cut to get out of the Red- 
stone country, and-not one of them could be 
brought back in time to save their distance._ 
The purse was given to Hays under a good 
deal of hard swearing on the part of the own- 
ers of the horses A general row ensued, 
but the fun of the thing put the crowd on the 
side of the ox. The horsemen contended 
they were swindled out of the purse, and if it 
had not been for Hays’ horn and ox-hide, 
which he ought not to have been permitted 
to bring on the ground, the thing would not 
have turned out asit did s 

Upon this Hays told them that his ox could 
beat any oftheir horses anyhow, andaf they 
would put up 2 hundred dollars against the 
purse he had won, that he would take off the 


ox-hide and leave Ins tin horn and run a far 


race with them. His offer was accepted and 
the money staked They again took their 
places at the starting, post and the signal was 
given. Haysagain made ube of his spur, and 
the ox gave another tremenduous bellow. 
The horses remembered the horrible sound

The cows, 
beside losing their teeth, from what I beheve 
to be the hot swill, are subject to a disease of 
the hoof, so that they cannot bear their own 
weight, and have to he down Cows killed 
when so affected, are found to have a con- 
centration of matter extending from the hoof 
almost up through the leg, and their general 
health ıs affected. Cows fed on this swill 
bloat out, and appear, often times, as well as 
others, but on being killed they are fonnd to 
have inside but little fat—the tallow, forim- 
stance, which in healthy cows weighs near 30 
pounds, weighmg but 7 or & pounds ** 

Itis stated by physicians that the use of 
this mlk produces disease, especially among 
ehildren. The court decided that the defen- 
dant was not bound to pay for such an article.

LIVE POSTS—WIRE FENCES, ETC 

Under the caption of ttu ire fences,” m the 
June number of the Apriculturist, I see a 
statement that a wire fence has been built 
for $200 per mile, sufficient, to turn cattle, 
horses, &c. Cheap as this may appear, I 
think I can offer a plan of constructing a 
fence sufficient to turn cattle, at a far less 
cost, say S10 ar $12 per miley which, of it 
prove practicable, would be some saving 

The plan I propose, 1s, to procure about 
eight quarts of Jong-leaved pne seed, and 
sow them on a breadth of land where the 
fence is wanted, not exceeding two feet in 
width There is no danger of getting them 
too thick, the thicker the better—say as tluck 
as you would sow buckwheat, I should think 
might answer They _will require the cattle 
and other stock to be kept from them for a- 
bout four years, but will need neither cult- 
vation nor attention of any kind, except to 
destroy the worms which will be likely to 
attack some of them,in the month of June, 
in the second, third and fonrth years, after 
which, they wall be out of danger of worms 
and stock; and, by the sixth or seventh years, 
cattle could not force their way through 
them, and if they come thick enough, there 
will be but httle danger to be apprehended 
from animals of the smaller kind 

I havea pine thicket now growing, not 
sown, however, with desgn of fence, in 
many places of which a sucking pig of a few 
weeks old could not pass between them, and 
Yinfer, ifthe pines will grow so close with- 
ont arrangement, they would do the same 
with. The above isa theory based upon ob- 
servabon You can take it for what it 13 
worth, but I mtend to put it mto practice 
the commg winter, to some extent Should 
it prove practicable to make a fence of this 
description, large farms could be enclosed 
with it without much Joss, especially when 
land 13 cheap, aud a great deal of waste land, 
or commons night be enclosed 

In regard to live posts for wire fence, it oc- 
curs to me that pines would be much better 
adapted than any other kind of wood, as they 
would grow large enough in a few years; 
and I think the turpentine would prevent 
corrosion of the wire. Should this prove 
correct, I think there could be nothing more 
suitable, for they are rather more a fertiliser 
than exhauster of poor land, at least, and I 
think they would add to the beauty of the 
farm Fancy to yourself a farm handsomely 
laid off with rows of evergreens ac intervals 
of 40 or fifty feetinarow Do you not think 
it would be an improvement on the zig-zag 
fence of the present day? As for the 
ground ocenpied, wheat, 1 think, would 
grow up to the very roots of the tree I 
have just harvested wheat five feet high, 
within the distance of a common cart-track 
from a row of pines, in places thick enough 
for fence themselves, Gorn 1s growing on 
the opposite side, and looks quite healthy 
within a few fect of the trees This row is 
about one cighth ofa mle in length, sowed 
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with the design of seeding an old field, which. 
the introduction of guano has saved the 
trouble. Inow intend to thin it cnt on the 
plan above proposed, and insert wires with a 
handsaw, and hope to make a formidable 
fence.

V TUE INQUISITION AT ROME IN 
A 


D 1850 
From the Western Recorderof July 11, 1850 

“Ata meeting in the Rotunda, Dubhn, re- 
cently, m connection with the [tahan Evan- 
gelicat Society, Mr. Pluhp Dixon Hardy 
stated that he was anxious to put a question 
to Dr. Achill: It had been demed thatsome 
of the things which were alleged to have ta- 
ken place had occurred The question he 
wanted to put was this —Was it a fact that at 
the time Pio Nino left Rome, the Inquisition 
was in Rome, and is now m Rome? This 
had been dented, and he wished lis friend to 
give ar answer. 

Dr. Achill thereupon arose and said — 
Pius IX. on leaving Rome with lis cardi- 
nals, left there the Inquisition, and he left it 
hoping that by means of its work, he would 

. bethe betier able to return to Rome; and itis 
the fact that the Inquisition 1s still m Rome, 
and was at work at Rome after the departure 
of Pies IX. 

Pms iX, left Rome in the month of No- 
vember, 1843, and I was in Rome m the 
mocth of February, 1849, and in the same 
month of February, 1849, the Roman repub- 
lic was proclaimed, and eight days atter the 
proclamation of the repubhe, the Te Devy 
was chaunted in the cathedral of St. Peter's, 
and I believe I stated here before, that on 
that oceasion, I, with ten or twelve of my 
companions, visited the prison of the Inquisi- 
ton Thatis to say, we went to examme 
whether the palace of the Inquisition was at- 
tended by any one or not, and thisis what 
we tound — ; 

We found in this palace of the Inquisition 
the commissary-general of the Inquisition, 
together with his two conipanions, his secre- 
tanes, and his chancellors, and in addition to 
that, we found the jatlors of the Inquisition, 
and 1 myself asked one of the jalors whether 
there were any prisoners in the cell», be- 
cause, I said, if there are jauors, we may 
naturally suppose there are also prisoners. 

+ But the jailor, according to the laws of his 
order and of the Inquisition, was not at hberty 
to give me an honest anower, and was satis- 
fied with merely shrugging up h.s shoulders; 
but for me that answer was sutficient, and 1 
understood by the shrug of Ins shoulders he 
meant to say there were plenty of them.— 
And it was in consequence of this automatic 
answer, that my companions, amongst whom 
were some French othcers, were very much 
inclined to cause an uproar ra the Inquisition 
They wanted, right or wrong, to examme 
the cells and dungeons, and to compel the 
jular to open the gates, but I begged of my 
Trends to desist from such a thing, and I ad- 
vised them rmther to make known this state 
of milters tothe government. And that was 
done, and the government sent officers to 
yerdy-whether the Inguis.tion was shil in 
operation, and they found .natters as { have 
described them. 

In addition to that, the government found 
three prisoners in the dungeons of the Inqui- 
sition, and one of these prisoners was a bish- 
oo thathad been there in his cell for twenty- 
fyve years. I will not wat to tell you tae 

/ yeagon why ths unfortunate man was twen- 
ty-fivs yesus Confiaed in a dungeon— Toaly 
Z mate the fact that he had been, and was 
there, and tus bishop, together with another 
presoner, wire whnost carried in trinmph 
through the streets of ome, and every child 
pt Ran haswz that Eshop Cashur, fro.n 


Cairo, was camed about in triumph after 
having been delivered from the prison of 
the Inquisition, 

But I will tell you also of another case. 
There was another of the prisoners of the 
Inquisition, although he was not immured in 
the dungeons of the Inquisition itself, but 
was imprisoned in one of the convents of 
Rome; and whoever has been at Rome, will 
know the convent of Franciscan Friars, call- 
ed the convent of Aracoel. Thus prisoner 
was a wretched monk, of about sixty years 
of age, and this unfortunate creature had 
been for twelve years immured in a most 
hornble hole. “This unfortunate man was 
not a Roman—he was not an Italian, you 
will be surprised to hear that he was an Am- 
erican—not an inhabitant of the United 
States, but a man from the republics of the 
South 

Ths wretched monk, when he heard the 
republic was proclaimed in Rome, ard that 
the Inquisition was thrown open, contrived 
by some means or other, to let 1t be known 
that he wasthere, and the messenger brought 
the news to the National Assembly that this 
poor man was a prisoner im the convent of 
Aracoeli. A deputation was at once sent to 
the superior of the convent, in order to ascer- 
tain the truth of the matter, but the father 
abbot strenuously denied it However, they 
compelled him by threatening him, and at 
last he condescended to open the door of the 
cell The monk was drawn out, and the 
wretched man, after twelve years’ immure- 
ment there, was almost reduced to blindness, 
and he was scarcely able to stand on his legs, 
and they hadto support him to enable him to 
go along. In this state he was brought be- 
dore the National Assembly, and I was there 
myself. Jhave seen him withmy own eyes, 
andifany one would deny it, { appeal to 
Rome, to every one in Rome, to confirm the 
truth of what I have stated. 

On arriving at the National Assembly, the 
monk was an object of natural curiosity, and 
every one hastened around to examine him, 
and every one was anxious to hear some- 
thing from him, and he had but one answer 
for all—“T have not the most remote idza 
why I was for twelve years kept in that dun- 
geon, and I had always settled in my mind, 
and was at peace with myself, never having 
the slightest hope of seemg the daylight a- 
gun.” And he turned round and thanked 
them one after another, for he said it was to 
them he owed his hfe. He then asked for 
some assistance to enable him to return to 
his own country, and om the same evening a 
collection was made up among us, and we 
gave him a small sum to enable him to re- 
tura to America, and I believe at this mo- 
ment the monk is in South Amenca, thank- 
ful for his deliverance. 

Therefore, there is no doubt the Inquisi- 
t on existed ın Rome up to the first days of 
the Roman republic; and that the Inguisition 
was restored with the return of the papal 
government, as} am myself a lying proof, 
and when you consider tnat/the papal gov- 
ernment itself has not the hardihood to deny 
that I was im the Inquisition—when the goy- 
crament his confessed and acknowledged it, 
you will scarce ly find any one else to deny it. 
Therefore you may conclude from this, that 
the Inquisition 1 still in existence at this 
present moment in Rome; end if 1 were rash 
endugh to ao to Rome now, I will just tell 
what would happen—though you may well 


guess it—I don’t think I would ever see the 
tace of the sunagain ” 

Also, “The correspondent of the Morni 
Chronicle, at Rome, shows to whata fearful 
condition the despotie government of the 
‘Holy Father’ has brought the oity of the 
Cæsars —‘The population, which was 180, 
DUQ, ıs reduced to 130,000, tha {Inquisition i 
re-established; the Pope and clergy held m 
contemptand hatred, thousands Inlled by the 
sword or musket durnng the siege, widows, 
orphans, bankrupts and distress in every 
shape; spies and sbirm prowling about in 
search of their prey; (the Liberals) adffidence 
introduced into families, all social ties rent 
asunder, an empty treasury, papal currenc 
at a discount of 13 per cent ; all the medical 
men and lawyers ot any talent driven mta 
exile, commerce annihuated, and young men 
of respectable families without employment 
and many without food ’”

In 
this way you will, m reading a few books, get 
a command of language much easier than any 
other way. Take all the care you can of 
your sister; as she is large enough to go to 
school with you, watch over her that no ac- 
cident happen to her, and help her to learn 
all you can, as thig will encourage her and 
make you more perfect in the same studies 
Make yourself as intimate with your little 
brothers as you can, and cultivate the most 
affectionate feelings with them, for by so do- 
mg you ean do them much good in time to 
eome; impressions formed in the cradle are 
often lasting and very valuable, and they will 
be apt to follow your example And I pray 
God to preserve you in the path of virtue 
and honor all the days of your life, and make 
you an ornament to society 
Zepha often speaks of you and says you 
are the best boy she knows of Try and do 
well, for a good name is better than gold 
Always speak the truth, even if itis against 
yourself, for God has said thou shalt not he, 
and he will not hold him guiltless that bears 
false witness He that tells a he cannot be be- 
lieved when he speaks the truth Mamtain 
an honest heart always and then you can hold 
wp your head any where If any boys of 
your acquamtance entice you to do httle 
tricks, steal, or take care of what they have 
got dishonestly, shun their company ; for a 
boy is known by the company he keeps.

Reloved Brethren- F armved per steam- 
chip British Queen, on the morning of the 
30th October—four days from Hull—I had 
been absent from this place 26 days I had 
a rough passage both going and returning, 
and suffered considerably from sea sickness, 
though I was quite as comfortably situated 
asis possible for any one to be upon the sea 
ina storm 

I will here repeat ‘what I have several 
times said tomy brethren, that I feel doubly 
pad for my visit to England, notwithstand- 
ing the expense and exposure attendant up- 
en such g journey 

Although through contrary winds and oth- 
er events beyond my control, I was unable 
to reach there in time for your General Con- 
ference, {a privilege which I should have 
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highly prized,) yet the prina objects of administered bread and wme, instructed them 


my visit were attained, and {Í feel refresh- 


relative to their journey and future proveed- 


ed and warmed up for my winter's labor in ings, baptising their comrades, d&c., and la- 


this cold country,, 

It is with pleasure that I embrace this, the 
earhest convenient opportunity, to redeem 
my promise, and to furnish you with a sketch 
of matiers and things that pertain to the m- 
teresta of the kingdom of God in this country 
and Sweden, which a press of other things 
prevented my domg while I was with you. I 
will begm with brother John È Forssgren, 
in Sweden, 

The readers of the Star will recollect that 
our last communication left him under arrest 
at Stockholm As he ıs now with us in Co- 
penhagen, I am enabled to furnish some fur- 
ther particulars, which, though necessarily 
brief, I trust will not be uninteresting. 

When Br. Forssgren landed.in Geffle, the 
latter part of June, he founda brother and 
sister at the old homestead—his father gone 
on a sea voyage to America—his brother 
very: low with consumption, and by physi- 
cians considered past recovery. He found, 
the religious and mtellectual state of society 
ata very low ebb, and the laws of the coun- 
try as stern and rigid as ever, against any 
and eyery novation of the Lutheran reh- 
gion, and the priests and chief authorities 
disposed to enforce them, notwithstanding 
many of the middle and lower classes were 
panting for liberty -These began to seek 
unto him to hear his words He was close- 
ly watched by the priests and police, and, 
according to their laws and customs with 
travellers, his passport was detained im the 
“Landscancellie,” that he might not go m- 
to the country or any other town without 
permission; for you must understand that 
any traveller, native or foreign, without a 
passport, is virtually an escaped convict, ha- 
ble to arrest at every tum of the road 

Under these circumstances he fasted and 
prayed much that the Lord would open his 
way before him, and pnivately imstructed 
such as he had access to. He translated in- 
to Swedish the small work containing the 
“Visions, Rise of the Church,” &c , but the 
printers refused to publish it He left the 
manuscript with the behevers He instilled 
faith into lus brother, and raed him up and 
baptized him and his sister and one other man 
privately, after which he concluded to go to 
Stockholm, im hopes of finding more liberality 
and a better opening, and called for hrs pass- 
port to start on the 3d of August, but before 
he reached the steamer she loosed from her 
moorings and left him > 

Immediately after, he heard of the compa- 
ny of farmers mentioned ın our former letter, 
who had come from the country to enngrate 
to America He sought them out and found 
them ina warehouse waiting for the vessel 
They had read the sempture, and became 
sick of the oppressions of their country and 
its religion They heard him gladly, and he 
visited wath and instructed them until the 6th, 
when they proposed a public meeting in 2 
grove alittle out oftown He resolved to 
bear a public testimony, and abide the conse- 
quences. 

The frst meeting went off well, and all 
were amxious for a second He appointed 
another for the next day at 6 o'clock, p m 
and went the same hour to the water and 
baptized J7 persons out of the emprating 
company Thenext day he organized them, 
and ordained elders, pmests, and teachers,

bored hard with them, being impelled for- 
ward by the Holy Ghost, until the hour for 
public preaching ` 

The rumor of the preceeding meeting had 
drawn a vast multitude both from the town 
and country, end among the namber were 
some priests, and the marshall with police 
seady to take him. But they had no power 
until he had finshed his testimony , for the 
power of God was upon lim and over al] the 
people—some wept, some rejoiced, and near- 
ly all seemed to feel that surely a prophet had 
come among them The marshall and priests 


were full of indignation and boiling over with | 


rage He was arrested with termble threats 
and denunciations, but they had no power to 
harm him. As he marched into tewn the 
vast multitude followed, and they were met 
by large crowds from the town and ship-yards, 
and as the officer proclarmed “Dupperen,”’ 
(the dipper,) the multitude swang their hats 
and cried with deafening shouts, “Hura til 
Propheten,” (Hurrah for the Prophet ) 

The next day he was had first before the 
chief officer of police, next he was taken be- 
fore the chief officer of the Landscancelhe, 
then to the chief prest and his associates, 
all of whom m their turn examined and ques- 
tioned him, and took minutes He answer- 
ed as the Spirit suggested, in his charaeter- 
astic meekness, but everything was like a two- 
edged sword, and they were more and more 
confounded and perplexed, and did not hnow 
what to dé with hm 

He was next ushered before the governor 
of the city, where all the before-mentioned 
dignitanes were assembled, with the priests 
and police. Here he had another opportunity 
of bearing witness to the truth, foras they 
proceeded with their accusations of what he 
had said and done, he explauned and bore 
testimony. Among other evil deeds which 
the marshall accused him of was healing the 
sick The chief priest sent for his brother 
to have him examined—he believed he was 
sick still But when his brother came, he 
testified boldly that he was well, and had 
been healed by the power of God through 
the instrumentality of hisbrother The doc- 
tor was ordered to examine him—he pro- 
nounced hun well The physician was also 
ordered to examme brother John’s head 
They wauld fain have sent him to the lunatic 
asylum, but the doctor very significantly told 
them that he (Forssgren) knew well what he 
was about 

Every thing inercased ther perplexity 
“He was well dressed—bore passports from 
Washington—this, added to his bold indiffer- 
ence, made them feel dubious about imprison- 
ing ham. They finally concluded to send 
him to Stockholm, with a full account of his 
doings and sayings in Geffle The marshall 
suggested that fer his bold .rapudent de- 
meano: he was worthy to go to Stackholm in 
irons, and the ions were preduced for the 
purpose. But after a litte further consulta- 

tiom, he was dismissed with the following en- 
dorsement upor his puss, which was suggest- 
ed by the chief priest —Pransiation- “The 
*bearer of this pass rece.yed if and had it 
signed August 3d, for his departure to Stoch- 
holm, but was unable to leave at that time. 
The North American consul, now present, 
rejecta him, and leaves him without protes- 
tion The bearer cf the pass has, in dara 
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gone by, disturbed the general peace by Me- 
gai preaching in warehouses and under open 
heaven before several hundred persons, and 
EVEN FSTABLISHED BAPTISM ON THF SEA 
BHORD OF SEVERAL AGLI PERSONS, for which 
he will leave Gefle before eight o'clock to- 
morrow morning, for the above-mentioned 
place of destination without fail. 
«Gefle, Landscancellic, Bth Aug , 1850 * 
When he laaded m Stockholm, the king 
was enjoying himself in the country, but the 
chief otticer of the goverT zent received from 
Gefile five or six pages of “sayings and do- 
ings” there, aud brother Forssgren was taken 
forthwith hefore the chief p slice officers of 
the kmgdom, for three successive days, 
-«there he had egain an opportumty of ex- 
Bounding and bearing witness to the great 
work of God Durmy this time the fame 
spread aver the city. and into all the newspa- 
pars, and the more they had to do with him, 
the more they were perplexed with him 
They reas-ned, persuaded, and threatened 
hun, but all to no purpose. He continued to 
tell them that he “cante not to do his awn 
will, but the wal of Him who sent bim.” 
There were no vessels m port by which they 
could send h. n imuaediately to Amenca, and 
the American minster at Stochholm would 
not allow them to umprison him; they, there- 
fore, detuned his passport, and permitted 
him to go at large in town, with 2 strict 
charge not to pre.ch his dcctrine, but the 
papers publisind Ins whereabouts, and he 
soon found fiatsell sought unio fiom all 
quarters, and invited from place to place, 
and among the mechanic clubs, and he be- 
sie quite es notorious as any mann the 
kimvdor: He did not transgress the law 
$ by Hlegal preaching,” for he had as much 
as he could well do to answer questions, and 
read the Bible, and others did the preaching 
This continued about a month, and many 
hearts rejoiced in the truth i 
It having come to the ears of the authori- 
ties that some were determmed to be bap- 
tized at ell hazirds, brother Forssgren wus 
tinken by the police from his lodgings during 
the night of the 1th of September, and ta- 
ken en board an American vessel which was 
ready to sal fir New York, his passport 
s.ened fir New York, and his passage paid. 
"The vess: I had to call at Elsinore, to pay 
the Danish tell before she left the Baltic, 
where brothur Forssgren landed for the pur- 
pose nficoumg to us Here the devil had 
sp-ead another suare for bina, but tie Lord 
had also prepared a way to deliver him. He 
wis wiscediately arrested by the Danish 
pehee ot lat plice, at the intigation of the 
Swed sh consul, who had received orders 
from Ius government to see to it, that Forss- 
gren waa re-sk ppcd to New York, if he lan- 
ded, butthe Au erican mmister at Denmark, 
Mr Forward.) bed just I-nded in Lismore, 
rom t's place. He came to his assistance, 
aud citcted hig release, aod accompanied 
hata to this plac’, v here hearnved Sept 18, 
full cí joy and the Holy Ghost, having been 
absent £ cin us fer three renths 
Thad hept rp a conc: pondence with him, 
aud e enscikd hm to come here if he was 
rapeiea fron, Sweden, and our anweties and 
prareri nere mcessant ter hum, but the Sye- 
dish pri sis and ther tools were determined 
to prevent lis erming fous. Even here he 
waa terrer te them to tins day | , 
They irre in-tituted mquizey abont kim 
through the Capcohagen pol:ce,- and endear- 
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ored to excite them against us; but the Lord 
used our friends who were not in the church, 
to silence theit apprehensions. The new 
Constitution 13 2 kind of shield to us here. 

We have had correspondence and person- 
al internews with the king’s mmister, who 
has the superintendence of all school and 
church affairs, and with the board of magis- 
trafes, and have furnished them with the 
outlines of our faith, and history of our peo- 
ple, the objects.of our mussion to this land &c. 
This correspondence commenced before I 
went to England, and was continued with 
brothers Forssgren and Hanson m my ab- 
sence; and it wasnotuntil since my return 
that we received a final answer They ın- 
stituted many inquiries, and seem cautious, 
but we hive held them by our faith and 
prayers, and dedicated our communications 
unto the Lord, and his spirit has wrought 
with them, so that they finally seem willing 
to extend to our infant orgamzation—the lib- 
erties contemplated in the Constitution. 

I have informed you that religious liberty 
was only conertvep by the Constitution, 
and was to be formed and nrovcny 
FORTH by the Legislature, created under 
that Constitution 

There is now a warm discyssion upon the 
subject in the lower house, as fo whether the 
child shill be a free-born citizen, ora kind of 
bond servant to the Lutheran church. {tag 
to be hoped that it will ‘terminate favorably 
before they adjourn 

“The before menticned Minister of Public 
Instruction is on the right side of the ques- 
tion. Since my return J have presented him 
with a neatly hound Book of Mormon, and 
the httle work I published in Danish, and 
he eapressed a desire to learn more of us 
The deplorable ignorance of Scripture and 
indifference to every thing perfaining to pure 
religion, which prevails with the great mass 
ofthe Danish people, 1s no small obstacle te 
overcome. Probably not one family in twen- 
ty havea Bible, and not one persenin ahun- 
dred of the commen people ever read it, ex- 
cept isolated texts in ther catechism or 
other Looks. 

Those who have received the gospel are 
growing in grace and the gifts and blessings 
ofthe gospel We have now a commedicus 
hall fur our pubhe meetings, which are well 
attended, end prayer meetings in three differ- 
ent parts of the city, There 19 quite an ex- 
citement about us in town, a httle more than 
we want, and a gang of lawless rowdies are 
oflate urged on by these who stand behind 
the screen, to disturb our evenuig meetings, 
and I ftar we shall be under the necessity of 
discentmuing them for a Tittle ceascn- 

When 1 let for Englend, Elder Dykes 
was appointe@to Jutl.nd, to commence the 
work in that province. Elder Forssgren re- 
mained to Jabor in this place, and Elder Han- 
sn was appointed to devote his time to re- 
vise his translation of the Bock of Mormon, 
and prepare it for the press. Bro. Dykes, 
after encountenng! much eppositicn, had, at 
the latest advices from hm, baptized thir- 
teen persons in Aalborg, the principal town 
in North Jutland, among whom were three 
local preachers ofthe Baptista In this place 
there have been mere or less haptized every 
week, and the branch now numbers absut 
seventy. 

Brother Hanson, though diligent, progress- 
es very slow}y with the Book of Mormon, 
but I am happy to be able to say, that with 


what assistance kam able to render him, he 
18 producing a good translation, A Danish 
lady, whois a teacher of French, German, 
and English, has confessed faith in the work, 
and proffered her assistance. ;She has alse 
translated into Damsh poetry, some of our 
hymns, which are very good, and yon con 
well imagine that it is another source of joy 
to us to hear the Danish Sauts join in the 
songs of Zion. 

I have learned that there are no: stereotype 
foundries in this country; 1 therefore see no 
other way but to issue an edition of the Book 
of Mcrmon without stereotypmg, it will take 
ull spring to doit 

Brothers Forssgren and Hanson join with 
me in love to you, and all Saints

I circulate among the believers 150 copies 
weekly, as the sheets are issued. It will eu- 
gage my attention very strictly tll about the 
firstofApril. Iam issuing 3000 copies I 
have presented the king and some of his 
cabmet with the; Book of Mormon in En- 
ghsh, (as they can read Enghsh,) and also 
the small work which I had published m 
Danish upon our doctrine and the rise of the 
chorch. Bro. Hanson and myself are at 
work constantly upon the Book of Mormon, 
Tevising the translation, (with the help of a- 
nother learned Damslr scholar,) and correct- 
ing proof-sheets, &c 
< My health has been good all the time, 
with shght exceptions The weather here 
has been very mild for so high a latitude; not 
colder than New York 
Bro Forssgren is Jebomng here with us — 
He is well, and wishes to be remembered to 
lus wife and {mends; he has recerved no let- 
ters, but learned from Bro. Isaac Ha.ght that 
Ins wife was alive and had an her. He 
wished to bear from them 
Bro Dykes 1s laboring in the province of 
Jutland, 140 miles from here He has bap- 
tized about 30 there anda good prospect 
We have’ had much to contend with here, 
but the Lord God of Israel has opened our 
door before us, and none canshutit Troly 
the Lord has worked with us by the Holy 
Ghost, by healings, by casting out devils, by 
visions and dreams, and the pawer of the Ho- 
ly Ghost upon us and those that have receiv- 
ed our witness, There have beer some over 
100 baptized in this city, and a far prospect, 
We have ordained several elders, priests, &e 
The frst Baptist mimster which I wrote à- 
bout has become cur enemy, but the Lora 
has raged up ether friends. 
I have net yet received the conference 
nunutes of last September.

Holy Bible This was accomplished at 
Mentz between the year 1450 and 1455 — 
Guttenberg was the mventor of the art, and 
Faust, 2 goldsmith, furmshed the necessary 
fonds. Had it been a single page, or even 
an entire sheet, which was then produced, 
there might have been less occasion to have 
noticed it, but there was somethmg ın the 
whole character of the affair, which if not un- 
precedented, rendered 1t smgularin the usual 
carient of human events ‘This Bible was in 
two folio volumes, which have been justly 
praised for the strength and beauty of the 
` paper, the exactness of the register, and the 
lustre of the ink. The work contained 1282 
pages, and bemg the first ever printed, of 
course involved a long penod of time, and an 
ymmense amount of mental, manual, and me- 
chanical labor, and yet, for a long tume after 
1t had been fimshed, and offered for sale, 
not a single human being, save the artists 
themselves, knew how ithad been accom- 
plished 

Of the first pnnted Bible eighteen copies 
are now known to be in existence, four of 
which are printed on vellum Two of these 
are in England, one being m the Greenville 
collection, one in the Royal Library of Ber- 


hn, and one in the Royal Library of Paris. ` 


Of the fourteen remaining copies, ten are in 
England—there being a copy in the bbraries 
of Oxford, Edinburgh, and London, and
